That 
afternoon and night it rained very hard, 
and the five tons of coal and one ton of 
rain water aud short weight was deliver- 
ed promptly next day, at an advance of 
25 t-enta per ton, no price being previous- 
ly agreed upon. Such is life ii.i tho coal 
regions of Chicago. This man is a prom 
meut member of the coal dealers' combi- 
nation league. "How did lie know there 
was only five tons?" Tho gentleman

THE reader of current agricultural 


and economical literature cannot over- 
look the frequent reference to the es- 
pecial adaptability of seino mentioned 
locality for the business of sheep hus- 
bandry. 
From each State including 


within its limits any considerable bod- 
ies of unoccupied" lauds, 
and from 


every Territory, are sounded praises, 
and arc heard invitations to capital 
and enterprise, to come in and partake 
of the good things in store for sheep 
husbandmen. 
The universality of this 


testimony is its passport to credibility. 
South. l£ast. West—iu short, all over 
this broad land, from the Gulf to Hud- 
son's Bay—there is scarcely a county, 
rarely a farm, where the sheep, in sona* 
of its varieties, could not tind a com- 
fortable and profitable home. A true 
cosmopolite, [readily adapting itself to 
surrounding's, whether of luxury or 
penury, inaustriously picking a liveli- 
hood from the scanty herbage of thu 
mountain side, or reveling in the lux- 
uriant herbage of the fertile valley; 
withstanding the extranest exposure 
when occasion requires, or enjoying the 
comforts of shelter and protection when 
these are to be had; consuming, where 
allowed access to them, nearly four 
hundred, forage, plants, though subsist- 
ing upon any of them when compelled 
by necessity; returning, under all cir- 
cumstances, more than an equivalent 
for what it receives, the sheep natu- 
rally finds friends in every land, and 
eulogists are not wauling whenever mid 
wherever pen and speech iiud sway. 


The glowing pictures that come in 


from every direction, when divested of 
such coloring as pride of locality may 
have prompted the authors to have 
thrown around them, 
will rarely bo 


found to be overdrawn. The several 
breeds, iu some of their varieties, and 
in proper numbers, will be found to lit 
into the husbandry of every neighbor- 
hood, and to especially commend them- 
selves to .every observing husbandman. 
There is evidence to prove that every 
acre annually sown to wheat, while 
keeping up its quota of grain, can be 
made to subsist one sheep without any 
additional draft upon its fertility. If 
this is true of wheat, why not equally 
so of corn, and oats, and the other 
cereal crops going to make up the rou- 
.:„„ 
American farming? 
Without 


result of such 


to the general productive 


wealth of the country, let each farmer 
compute the benefit which would inure 
to himself if the value of a fleece and 
the increase from one sheep were added 
to the annual yield from each acre of 
'.his growing crops. If shorn of one-hall 
its dimensions, the product seems suffi- 
ciently attractive to invite the attention 
of every thoughtful farmer. 
He need 


not turn his eyes away from his own 
good acres when the praises of gome 
Other locality are being sounded. No 
.matter what"may be said of others, let 
him but develop all the possibilities of 
his own surroundings, and the outlines 
for an equally attractive picture will 
probably be found at his hand. 


No royal road to success opens up bo- 


fore the shepherd, any more than to his 
toiling brothers in other branches of 
live-stock husbandry. However mel- 
lowed by distance, or embellished by 
the pencil of enthusiastic observers, a 
closer view of the ilock, the fold, and 
the, range will indicate the same neces- 
sity for constant care and occasional 
hard work that is found inseparable 
from successful sheep husbandry in 
one's own vicinity.—National Lit* Stuck 
Journal, Chicaan.

Raising Wood for Fuel. 


THE subject of planting and cultivat- 


ing 
trees with a 
view of raising 


wood for fuel is receiving considerable 
attention in most of the Western States. 
Some enthusiasts have gone wild on 
the subject. 
They have attempted to 


show that it is policy for every farmer 
to raise his own fuel. They would have 
him appropriate some of his best prairio 
land to timber culture and give a.s 
much attention to the cultivation of 
young trees designed for fuel as he 
usually gives to crops that furnish food. 
Now most of the Western States are so 
well supplied with soft coal that it is 
obtained at a merely nominal price. In 
many localities sufficient coal to supply 
the wants of a family during a year 
may be obtained with the corn or grain 
produced on an acre of land or the~but- 
ter made from the milk of one cow. In 
these localities the cost of a ton of coal 
that requires no preparation for the 
alove is less than that of sawing and 
splitting a cord of wood. 
™ 


When coal is cheap and plenty, and 


is as easily distributed as it is in nearly 
every portion of Illinois, Indiana, Mis- 
souri and Iowa, there is no economy in 
raising wood for a common article of 
fuel on land that will produce good 
crops of corn, small grains or grtiss. 
Some wood is always desirable for 
kindling coal and for maintaining qviick 
fires, and if it can not be obtained at 
reasonable rates from natural forests in 
the vicinity it is policy to plant trees. 
When trees arc to be grown for the 
pm pose of supplying fuel it is advisa- 
ble to plant them on land that is of little 
value for tillage purposes. 
There arc 


generally on every considerable farm 
several acres of land that can. not be 
cultivated with profit, for the reason 
that it is rough, stony, wet or sandy. 
By selecting trees adapted to these dif- 
ferent kinds of land, fuel may bo pro-. 
duced at a small cost, as the. soil on 
which the trees grow is of little or no 
value for agricultural purposes. 


Quick growing trees do not produce 


the best kinds of wood for fuel or other 
purposes, but the fact that they are 
quick growing commends them to per- 
sons who are iu a hurry to procure a 
supply of kindling m>od. No tree, ex^ 
cept the willow, grows quicker or is 
propagated easier than the cottonwood. 
It grows readily from seeds or cuttings. 
On the treeless prairies of Minnesota 
the farmers obtain a forest of cotton- 
wood trees with little trouble or ex- 
pense. In early spring they cut the 
branches of vigorous trees into pieces 
about a foot long, and drop one every 
three feet in the furrow as the land is 
being plowed. 
No cultivation is re- 


quired. The presence of weeds be- 
tween the rows of young trees is said to 
be an advantage, as they afford protec- 
tion to the young trees the first winter 
after they spring up. 
After the first 


year the trees afford so much shade that 
tew or no weeds appear. 
On moist 


land that can not be plowed they stick 
cuttings into the ground, and allow 
them to take care of themselves.-•(?,«- 
cago Times, 


Now York Diamond-Owners and 


Horse-Fanciers. 


THE attention of the public is at- 


tracted by the recent diamond thefts 
which have occurred among what are 
called "gentlemen." E. R. Stouten- 
burgh, wlio inherited an income of

nature: A diamond had been placed in 
his care, and he had an imitation (made 
of paste) substituted for the original 
stone.

Four Thousand Years Ago. 


FKO.M one of these book's, compiled 


after the manner of our modern ency- 
clopedias, ami the 
compilation of 


which is shown to have been made more 
than 2,000 years 15. C., it has been as- 
certained, what has long been supposed, 
that Chaldca was the parent-land of as- 
tronomy; for it is found, from this com- 
pilation and from other bricks, that the 
Babylonians catalogued the stars, and 
distinguished and named the constella- 
tions; that they arranged the twelve 
constellations that form our present 
zodiac to show the course of the sun's 
path in the Heavens; divided time into 
weeks, months and years; that they di- 
vided the week, as we now have it, 
into seven days, six being days of labor 
and the seventh a day of rest, to which 
they gave a name from which we have 
derived our word "Sabbath," 
and 


which day, as u day of rest from all la- 
bor of every kind they observed as rio-- 
orously as the Jew or the Puritan. The 
motion of the heavenly bodies and the 
phenomena of the weather were noted 
down, and a connection, as I have be- 
fore stated, detected, as M. de Perville 
claims to have discovered, between the 
weather and the changes of the moon. 
Thej' invented the sun-dial to mark the 
movements of the heavenly bodies, the 
water-clock to measure 
time, and 
they speiih- in this work of the spots on 
the sun, a fact they could only have 
known by the aid of telescopes, which 
it is supposed they possessed, from 
observations that they have noted down 
of the rising of Venus, and the fact 
that Layard found a crystal lens in the 
ruins of Nineveh. These "bricks" con- 
tain an account of the deluge, substan- 
tially the same as the narrative in the 
Bible, except that the- names are differ- 
ent. They disclose that houses and 
land were then sold, leased and mort- 
gaged, that money was loaned at in- 
terest, and that the market-gardeners,

tion of Solomon that "There is nothing 
new under the sun."—Chief Justice Daft 
in Popular Science Monthly for Jutie.

Fruits Not Suited to Field Cul- 


ture. 


IT is inevitable that there should ba 


more or less disappointment in fruit- 
growing. 
Exceptionally large profits 


under certain conditions have led thou- 
sands to engage iu the business who do 
not understand it, and whose soil and 
location are not suited to this purpose. 
Comparatively few men have the pa- 
tience and care for details necessary to 
successful 
fruit-growing on a large 


scale. 
There are, beside, some kiiuls' 


of fruits which only succeed in particu- 
lar localities. 
The craze for fruit- 


growing cortes from taking the profits 
of a few trees which happen to be in 
just the right places, and making these 
tho standard for expected gains on a 
much larger area. Some apple, pear, 
plum or quince tree, standing in a rich 
garden, or where it gets the slops from 
tho fconse, is found to yield an abun- 
danjo of fine, large fruft. 
liul it by no 


moans follows that thu same fruit, if 
planted largely in a field of ordinary 
fertility, will do as well. 
It is very 


rare that we can get a Held of deep, 
rich soil in a sheltered position suitable 
for growing tho quince. The same is 
true of the more prolific varieties of 
plum, as tho prunes. , Evon the apple 
and pear require more fertility than 
they find when grown largely ; though 
for the pear, the manure should not bo 
applied early in the season, lost it cause 
blight. 
Currants require a deep, rich 


and damp soil. The lower side o£ a 
garden, where they are often 
found, 


and where they receive the wash of the 
manure applied every winter, is just the 
place for them. In such a location they 
will yield vastly more than if grown 
with ordinary field culture and manur- 
ing. 


There are other kinds of fruit fur 


which excessive richness is not desir- 
able. 
For peaches a warm, dry soil is 


better than a very rich one, especially 
if the latter be damp. The bulk of the 
peaches grown are produced on sandy 
aoils, rather poor than otherwise. But 
fertility is advisable wherever it can be 
had without loss of dryucss. 
There 


are hundreds of acres of vineyards, 
planted a few years ago, that have been 
given up 
as unprofitable, 
because 


planted on cold, wot and unfavorable 
soils. Tho grape does not need high 
manuring; iu fact, too great growth of 
vine is tho difficulty which mostly 
troubles 
inexperienced 
cultivators. 


Ttten comes mildew of fruit or foliage, 
or both, and the vineyard soon be- 
comes nearly worthless. For most cul- 
tivators a rather poor soil, provided it 
is dry and warm, is best for grape- 
vines. It will not be as troublesome 
for them to manage, and they will bo 
less likely to make an entire failure. 
Good culture is much more important 
for growing grapes than groat fertilitv. 
Coarse manures may be entirely dfs- 
ponsed with if the soil is kept loose, 
and some mineral fertilizers are occa- 
sionally given. 
The vine-dressers of 


France use. no manures except ashes, 
and these mainly from burning the an- 
nual primings, 


The habit of a true or plant should 


bo studied with especial ri'tVivnee to 
where it has been mo.st successful. The 
low banks of streams with deep, rich 
deposits are the places best sidled to 
tho quince. Old fence-corners, when; 
the fence or something else is high 
enough to shield from 
violent west 


winds, are also excellent. The quince 
is not entirely hardy, and morn than 
any other tree needs some windbreak. 
Neglect in supply ing this is tin; frequent 
cause of failure in growing quinces on 
a large scale. In' places when: Ihi.i 
thermometer goes very low, quinces 
cannot be grown even iu sheltered lo- 
cations. They blossom late, and are 
rarely injured by spring frosts: but it is 
the severe coldof winter that does most 
harm to this fruit-tree. 


The apple, pear and cherry -iuetn in 


tho order named most adapted to gen- 
eral field culture on anv kind of soils. 
I think I would place tlio pear ahead of 
the apple as an easily-grown fruit but 
for tho blight. 
An orchard of pear- 


trees, even of standards, if the right 
varieties arc planted, will yield a good 
many crops before anything can hi/sohi 
from apple trees planted at the; same 
time. 
But the losses from pear-blight 


have been such that it improbable there 
have been more failures in a t t e m p t i n g 
to grow this fruit than any other.

The Census Enumerators. 


A KEPORTER of the Even inc/ Post, re- 


cently accompanied one of the census 
enumerators in his tour through a num- 
ber of houses in Baxter and Bayard 
streets. 
As an illustration of the dense 


population in this part of tho city, it 
may be said that at noon yesterday tho 
enumerator had completed his work in 
twenty-three houses, and had secured 
eleven 
hundred 
and 
twenty-seven 


names, an average of forty-nine names 
in each house, and even this is not a 
fair estimate, as in two or three of the 
houses families who could not speak a 
word of English, and who had recently 
moved in, were found who could not 
give any information concerning them- 
selves, nor could any of the neighbors 
give it for them. la. Baxter street, be- 
tween Leonard street and "Bottle Al- 
ley," a number of dilapidated wooden 
and brick hovels were found, inhabited 
by the very poorest and most degraded 
class of Italians and negroes. In tho 
basement of 
one 
of ' these hovels 


an Italian kept what he styled 
a 
"hotel." 
Here 
in 
a 
dirt 
and 


smoke begrimed room four or live feet 
below the level of the sidewalk a dozen 
or fifteen men and women were seated 
or standing drinking stale beer. 
Tho 


proprietor of the "hotel" said that 
these men and women were his "board- 
ers." 
In another house a colony of 


Maltese were found who could not 
speak a word of English, and no inter- 
preter could be found to make known 
the errand of the census-taker, 
in a, 


rear house on Bayard street, near the 
corner of Baxter, a large number of 
Polish Jews were assembled, and in 
each family were from four to ein-ht 
children. 
Abraham, Sarah and Raetiel 


were the names most frequently record- 
ed in this neighborhood. 
At lirst some 


of the women, who were generally at 
home, were inclined to refuse informa- 
tion, but when the purpose for which 
this information was desired was fully 
explained to them, generally through 
the agency of one of their children, 
they answered all questions readily. In 
several cases only young girls were 
found at home, and they answered tho 
questions of the enumerator in a bold 
manner and joked with him about his 
Work ; one. asked him if he would mar- 
ry her or procure her a nice-looking 
liusband if she would tell her age truly. 


One woman who was in charge of a 


small grocery store in the basement of 
a Bayard street tenement said in reply 
to the request of the enumerator for 
her name, " I don't know my name nor 
my husband's name." The threat of 
the enumerator to call in an officer and 
arrest her, however, had the effect of 
stirring up her memory, and she gave 
all the information desired. On tho 
upper floor of the same house a family 
of Polish Jews were found. 
Here, in a 


room measuring 
about twelve feet 


square, four grown persons and six chil- 
dren were sitting about a table eating 
their dinner. 
A pan of fish was cook- 


ing on the stove, and the. floor was 
covered with dirt, and a child about a 
year and a half old sat on a bundle of 
dirty rags in a cradle gnawing a piece 
of " Schwartz brod." The child's face 
was covered with dirt and sores, and 
tho whole appearance of the room indi- 
cated the most abject poverty. 
The 


enumerator 
received the names of 


Abraham and Sarah his wife, their 
seven children and a boarder and left 
the room. 


On cine lot about eighteen feet in 


width in Bayard street 
there were 


found three houses—a wretched dilap- 
idated frame building on the front of 
the lot, a four-story Brick building in 
the rear and a three-story brick build- 
ing midway between them. • In these 
four houses nineteen families, number- 
ing seventy-seven persons, are accom- 
modated. In two of them the reporter 
saw the motto "God Bless our Home" 
displayed, and in almost every other 
room were Hebrew pictures, symbols 
and placards. In one room a middle- 
aged man was found on his knees with 
his face to the east and a Hebrew Bible 
spread 
out on a chair before him. 


Without changing his position he an- 
swered all the questions asked him by 
the enumerator, and was again engaged 
in his devotions, when the enumerator 
and the reporter left the room.—N. Y, 
ISaening Post.
